The Government of Saskatchewan will 

not appeal the court decision which threw 
out the legislation providing for the estab- 
lishment of a compulsory grain pool in 
that province. Unless an appeal is taken 
by other parties, the coercive project is 
thus dead. In the meantime nothing will 
be done toward holding the proposed pleb- 
iscite. 
The three prairie Premiers decided at 
skatoon to defer asking for the creation 
a Dominion wheat board until it is seen 
whether prices improve during the month, 
By that time the conference at London 
will have been held and the results, if any, 
made known. 

For the time therefore all efforts to 
establish official control over the market- 
ing of the coming crop are declared off. 
And whether any is to be renewed may be 
taken to depend upon the market. Should 
there be an advance in price sufficient to 
give the grower a margin over the cost of 
production, the probability is that nothing 
more will be heard of compulsory pools, 
wheat board, or “pegged” price. 

This attitude on the part of the prairie 
governments should help to relieve the 
minds of critics in other parts of the 
country of any notion that these govern- 
ments are co-conspirators in an attempt 
to make the wheat grower prosperous at 
the expense of the Dominion, Making the 
wheat grower prosperous 18 not possible 
under present conditions. The most that 
he—and the prairie governments—hope 
for is that he may be saved from a dead 
loss on the season’s operations, and the 
business of the country east and west 
saved from the consequences which must 
follow another financial crop failure.

ARMISTICE-THAN 

Bill No. 8, now before the Dominion 
parliament, proposes that hereafter the 
signing of the Armistice shall be commem- 
orated on the anniversary of the day on 
which the signing actually took place. At 
present the event which ended the great 
war and the day of national thanksgiving 
are celebrated jointly: and on the Mon- 
‘day of the week in which the eleventh of 
November occurs. 

This arrangement was adopted by par- 
liament some years ago as a matter of 
convenience. The dual celebration avoids 
having two public holidays fall close to 
each other in one of the busiest seasons 
of the year. By making Monday the day 
of observance there is as little interfer- 
ence as possible with business, and thou- 
sands of people are enabled to spend the 
holiday with relatives and friends living at 
a distance. These were the reasons for 
the arrangement being made 

The present bill makes no recommen- 
dation with regard to Thanksgiving day. 
But it may be assumed, should the pro- 
posed change be made, that Armistice Day 
would be appointed also as Thanksgiving 
Day, and the joint celebration of the two 
anniversaries thus continue, In the pres- 
ent year the holiday would fall on Wednes-

Whether the change should be made 
is a question upon which parliament 
might well be guided by the sentiment of 
the great war veterans. If they are satis- 
fied with the present arrangement, there 
is no reason why others should not be. 
But if the returned men are strongly in- 
clined to the view that the Armistice 
should be commemorated by a public holi- 
day on the exact date on which it was 
concluded, their preference is certainly 
entitled to first consideration. 


A CASE FOR DISTINCTION 

Mayor Davidson of Calgary says pro- 
fessional agitators who are occupying the 
limelight in connection with unemploy- 
ment demonstrations “admit quite candid- 
ly” that they are in the pay of the propa- 
ganda branch of the Soviet government. 
The admission has apparently been made 
as the result of the May Day occurrences 
in the southern city, during which there 
was some rioting and several arrests 
were made, 

It is not to be supposed that the so- 
viet is confining its attention and its sub- 
sidies to Calgary, but that the active 
spirits in these demonstrations in Edmon- 
ton and other centres are also on the Mos- 
cow pay roll. If Mayor Davidson is cor-
